Water Company Stockholders 
Can Help By Sending in 
Proxies for Meeting 

Broceeds of the sale of the property 
of the Water Company to the City of 
Sierra Madre are in the treasury of the 
company. Disbursements to stockhold¬ 
ers cannot h(‘gin until a meeting is 
held for the purpose of authorizing 
dissolution of the company. The meet¬ 
ing has been called for June 15 and a 
two-thirds vote is necessary to carry 
the proposition. Con.sequently those 
Htoi-kholders who are anxious to turn 
their holdings into cash can help by 
making sure that they will be repre- 
.sented at the meeting. As there is 
nothing to come up hut the formal 
action of authorizing ilisincorporatlon, 
it is likely that most of the stock will 
he represented by proxy. Consequent¬ 
ly the oltlc-lals of the company are anx¬ 
ious that all proxies he turned in early. 
The process which must be gone 
tlirough with is explained in the fol¬ 
lowing letter sent out this week to 
stockholders; 

'Your directors are glad to report 
that the .sale of the company's prop¬ 
erty has, at last, been consummated, 
the purihase money received and the 
property handed over to the city. 

"The next step in the proceedings, 
prior to the payment of any dividend 
to the Hto<-kholder.s. is llie dis.solution 
of the company by mean.s of a special 
resolution of the stockholders sliorten- 
ing the term, specifled for the exist¬ 
ence of the company, in the articles of 
incorporation, so that term shall ex¬ 
pire within ten days after ttie pa.ssing 
of the resolution. 

"This resolution to he submitted to 
tile stockholders at the special meeting 
called for the evening of June 15, at 
7;.to p. m., must he carried by the vote 
of more than two-thirds of the regis¬ 
tered stockholders. 

"After the passing of this re.solution, 
by the nece.ssary majority, a copy will 
he sent to the Sei-retary of State to be 
tiled. .As .soon as the Secretary of Slate 
lias recorded the copy of the resolution, 
and notilied ttie olHcers of the com¬ 
pany that it has lieen tiled, the com¬ 
pany will practically he dissolved, the 
directors will cease to he directors, 
lint will automatically become trus¬ 
tees with .'iiitliority to pay dividends 
and to liquidate the affairs of the com¬ 
pany, 

"It is therefore essential that every 
■Stockholder should he represented at 
the meeting June 15. If you are unable 
to attend, or if tliere is the slightest 
duulit as to your ability to he present, 
you can lie fully represented l>y exe¬ 
cuting the enclosed proxy in favor of 
Mr. C. J, Begler, the secretary, or Mr. 

H, Berry, the assistant seeretary.

' When the trustees sat down around 
“ the council table they had a large and 
interested audience. Ladles and gen¬ 
tlemen interested on both sides of the 
^ sanatorium contest were present to 
* listen and if need be to take part In 
the proceedings. 

Election Is Ordered 
After the reading of the minutes 
Chairman Jones announced that the 
’■ usual order of tiuslness would be sus- 
pended and the board would take up at 
once the clerk s report on the referen¬ 
dum petition. Mr. Perry read his affl- 
davit to thq effect that tlie petition 
contained the names of more than the 
® required twenty per cent of the voters 
and was therefore valid. 

^ Trustee Tarr immediately offered a 
^ motion to the effect that the board re¬ 
fuse to rescind the ordinance extending 
® the district restricted against sanatori- 
unis as requested but that a referen- 
^ duni election he called at the earliest 
possible date to submit the ordinance 
to the voters. Trustee Ktelnberger sec¬ 
onded the motion with considerable 
emphasis and the motion carried 
,f unanimously. Attorney Montgomery 
n read the draft of an ordinance he had 
s prepared (billing an election, the date 
0 being set for July 13. The ordinance 
. was referred to the ordinance commit- 
s lee, it being necessary to go over for 
)1 one week before passage. Registrations 
will close for the election on Satur¬ 
day, June 13. 

Opened for Diecuetion 
Chairman Jones then expressed 
pleasure at having so large an audience 
^ showing Interest in the city's affairs 
^ and a wish that citizens would not 
wait for some unusual agitation to 
■ tiring them out. He offered the op¬ 
portunity to any who wished to speak 
upon the subject at hand, Mrs. J. A. 
Dsgood arose to read a letter by re- 
f quest of Miss Thomasella Graham who 
'. was prevented by illness from being 

- present. Miss Graham said she wished 
1 to explain that in signing the referen- 
'• dum petition she did so for the purpose 

- of getting the matter before the voters 
and without wishing to take sides in 

f the matter. But since that time it had 
been announced by the sanatorium 
company's attorney that the Lima 
street entrance to the sanatorium 
would be used exclusively and she 
therefore wished to enter a protest 
and to say that she would vote in fa¬ 
vor of the restrictive ordinance, re¬ 
garding the sanatorium as damaging 
to her property. 

Attorney Moote arose after the read¬ 
ing of the letter to call attention to the 
fact that Sunnyside avenue residents 
objected to an entrance from that 
street and that in using the Lima 
street entrance the sanatorium people 
had intended to follow the line of 
least resistance because it was neces¬ 
sary to gel in some way. 

Captain Dsgood rose to offer corrta'- 
tions to some statements in a published 
letter which said he had negotiated a 
sale of the Blumer place for sanatori¬ 
um purposes. He said the deal, which 
had later fallen through, was worked 
up by his partner, Mr. -Adams, during 
his alisence from the city. Further¬ 
more. he said, the proi'osed institu¬ 
tion was not to have been a tuber¬ 
cular sanatorium hut a place for treat¬ 
ment of nervous diseases. 

Silence Is Prolonged 
In spite of the chairman's cordial in- 
I vitation and a prolonged wait nobody 
; else apiieared to have anything to say. 

! The iHissibilities for oratory were end¬ 
less and the disinterested portion of 
the audience eagerly waited for some- 
liody to start something. Present with 
Dr. Shepard and Manager 'V\>st of the 
sanatorium was .Attorney Moote, and 
Judge Evans of Monrovia had come 
over to aid them in pleading their 
cause. There were indications of a 
defection on the part of Judge Evans 
to the side having the most ladles 
present so perhaps it was fortunate for 
his gallantry that he was not called 
upon to take sides. Members of the 
Sierra .Aladre Improvement and Pro- 
I tectivi* .Association were out in force. 
Tliey had with them Attorney Walter 
Dunn of Monrovia who was city at¬ 
torney over there during a somewhat 
similar agitation some years since. He 
has been retained by the association to 
I handle the legal phases of their fight.

■ Too Few of This Kintl— 

! It would take an abler pen than mine 
to express adequately the apprecia- 
; tion which I, in common with many 
! others, feel for the services rendered 
! the city by the retiring mayor. As 
chairman of the board of trustees since 
Sierra Madre was incorporated seven 
years ago Mr. Jones has filled the po¬ 
sition as few others would have done. 
Having attended probably more ses¬ 
sions of the hoard than any but of¬ 
ficials (and more than some of them) 
and having been In somewhat close 
touch with city affairs I can speak 
from first hand knowledge. Empha¬ 
sizing the Importance of Mr. Jones’ 
work Involves no disparagement 'of the 
other trustees. None will be more 
j free than the men who have served 
I with him to give him credit for initiat¬ 
ing a very large proportion of the 
board’s work, both in legislative and 
business activities. He brought to the 
work an unusual combination of tech¬ 
nical and practical training for the va- 
'! rled requirements of the position. Much 
j of his work was not apparent to out- 
i aiders, especially during the tedious 
' and prolonged negotiations in connec¬ 
tion with the Baldwin condemnation 
suit, the purchase of the water com¬ 
pany’s property, and the sale of the 
bonds for both. It is probable that 
but for his persistence In the face of 
i most discouraging obstacles the proj¬ 
ect for a municipal water system 
would not have come to fruition. To 
say that he was tireless would not be 
I true for the state of his health was 
, such that the work was at times very 
burdensome. So much time was re- 
I qHired for this gratuitous service that 
Mat times It involved definite and con- 

;!siderable financial sacrifice. He has 

I 

neither feared antagonism nor played 
to the galleries, preferring the approval 
of his own conscience and of those 
: whose judgment he most respected to 
! any considerations of popularity. His 
j service was the kind that could not be 
hired except for a large amount but 
was given freely from a sense of duty. 
Regret at. his retirement is only pal¬ 
liated by thankfulness that he has 
stayed by the job as long as he has.

Filling That Vacancy— 

Ordinarily I am in favor of filling 
vacancies on the hoard of city trustees 
by special election. But circumstances 
seem to me to justify the filling of the 
vacancy created by the resignation of 
.Vfr. Jones by appointment. To submit 
the choice to the voters at the refer¬ 
endum next month would complicate 
the issues already involved and would 
probably mean a division of the 
strength of whatever candidates ap¬ 
pear along the lines of the sanatorium 
contest. Obviously the sanatorium 
question has nothing to do with a 
man’s qualifications to serve as city 
trustee. Moreover’ the vacancy exists 
now and the importance of immediate¬ 
ly determining the city's policies in the 
handling of the newly acquired water 
system demands that the selection be 
made at once. For the same reason it 
is important that the choice be made 
with reference to the new member's 
ability to help work out the problems 
confronting the board.
